In general style, the present Index follows 
that of its predecessor, Thomas A. Sebeok, 
Index to Volumes I to X (IJAL 11.1-12). 
Here again each item in Part I (Authors) is 
preceded by a number in boldface which 
serves as a cross-reference for the subsequent 
Parts, II (Articles) and III (Authors of 
Works Reviewed), where the boldface num- 
ber appears at the end of the item listed. It 
is then unnecessary to repeat either names of 
authors of articles and reviews or volume and 


page references under Parts II and III, since 
these can be found by cross-reference to 
Part I. 

Papers briefly reviewed under the title 
Miscellaneous Papers—by Garvin (82, 83), 
Preston (276), Sebeok (316), and Wonderly 
(461, 462)—are not included in Part III, 
since they would, if included, bulk much 
larger than the full length reviews. 

The Index for the first ten volumes of 
IJAL included a valuable Index of Lan- 
guages. The importance of compiling such 
an index is now lessened, since it has become 
the custom to publish a Language Index at 
the end of each volume of IJAL.
